For Encouragement of Seamen and Mariners Employed in the preſent Service.

Jr to their Ualour and Faithfulneſs, hath thought fit (by the Advice of His Coun-

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: — That all Captains, Seamen and others, that do oz ſhall ſerve in any of His 

; Majeſties Dn, oz Merchants Ships employed in His Service, ſhall (foz time to come, in lieu of 
; all P213es ) habe and receive from His Majeſty fo2 every Ship o2 P2ize they ſhall lawfully take, 

| whether Merchant⸗men, oz Men of lar, laden oz light, the ſum of Ten ſhillings fo2 every Tun 

1 the ſaid Ship ſhall meaſure, attoꝛding to the Pꝛdinarp Rule of Shipwꝛights⸗Hall; and Sir pounds 

thirteen ſhillings and four pence fo2 every Piece of D2dnance, whether Jron oꝛ Bꝛaſs, the ſame to 

1 be paid by the Collectoꝛ foꝛ Pꝛize⸗ Goods, within Ten days after the payment of the Wages of 
5 (uch Sea men (in caſe Adjudication be made of the Ship in the Admiralty⸗Court) to be ſhared 
x and divided amongſt them pꝛopoꝛtionably, attoꝛding to the reſpective Places and Offices in the 
| Ship in which they ſerved, and acco2ding to the Cuſtom of the Seas in that caſe, 

And further, That it be lawful foꝛ all Captains, Sea-men and others, ſerving as afozeſaid, to 
take and have to themſelves as Pillage, without further oꝛ other accompt to be given fo2 the ſame , 
All ſuch Goods and Merthandiſe as ſhall be found by them oꝛ any of them, in any Ship (they ſhall 
take in Fight as P2ize ) upon o2 above the Gun deck of the ſaid Ship, and not otherwiſe : And foꝛ 
every Man of Ular ſunk oꝛ deſtroped by firing oꝛ otherwiſe, to habe Ten pounds a Gun onely, to be 
divided as afozeſaid, to be paid by the Commiſſioners fo2 Pꝛize Goods, within Ten days alter the „ 
payment of the Ship as afozeſaid, upon Certificate ofthe matter of Fact ſtated by the Council of War. V 

That care ſhall be taken loꝛ defraping the Charges of Sick and Wounded men, as afozeſaid, and 
fo the Relief of Widows, Childzen , and Impotent Parents of ſuch as ſhall be flain in the Service 
at Sea; and foꝛ Meddals, oꝛ other Rewards to ſuch Officers and Sea-men of the Fleet, as ſhall be 
found to have done any eminent oꝛ extraoꝛdinary Serbite. 

And that fo2 ſupplying of neceſſary pzoviſions foꝛ Sick and Wounded men on Board, there ſhall 
be allowed by his Pajeſty Five pounds foꝛ fix Moneths Service foz every hundꝛed men, 

That upon the Diſcharge of Sick andWounded men from the Ships in His Bajeſties Service, 
care ſhall be taken fo2 the payment of their Tickets and Conduct-money, : ' 

That Directions ſhall be given to all Mapoꝛs, Bayliffs , o2 other Magiſtrates in any Pozt- 
Towns, to take care foꝛ all neceſſary Accommodations, at the Charge of is Majeſty, fo2 the Be⸗ 
lief and Cure of ſuch Sick and Wounded men as ſhall be ſent on Shoze. | 

That the Mopetie of all Yoſpitals in England, employed fo2 the Cure of Wounded and Sick people, 
be reſerved during the time of lar at Sea, loꝛ ſuch as ſhall be Wounded in the Service of the Navy, 
as they ſhall become void, from and after the firſt of November.
